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Community 
center may 
open for 
C'burg Day

Campbellsburg City 
Council hopes to have 
the community cen¬ 
ter ready in time for 
Campbellsburg Day in 
June, but according 
to Mayor Rex Morgan 
more preliminary work 
still needs to be done. 

“Right now the order 
has been put in for the 
collection basins for the 
drains [that] have to 
be made, the concrete 
pipes have to be made 
and once they dig the 
manhole a company 
will come in and bore a 
circle out of it to feed 
the pipe in,” Morgan 
said. “I’ve been in touch 
with the railroad (CSX) 
for the inspector that 
will have to come out 
of North Carolina. We 
were hoping for one 
day, but it looks like it 
will be a two-day evolu¬ 
tion.” 

Morgan said the 
inspector will cost the 
city roughly $2,000 per 
day. Because the city is 
doing work on leased 
property from the rail¬ 
road, they must use CSX 
railroad’s inspector. 

“I don’t assume two 
days will be $4,000. A 
lot of that $2,000 was 
the cost for travel and 
they will have to fac¬ 
tor another night of 
hotel stay and another 
day’s worth of salary. 

I’m thinking $3,000 to 
$3,400 for the two days 
is what it will cost. In 
addition to that, it’s a 
$1,000 day for a flag¬ 
ger.” 

Morgan said he is 
unsure if the city will 
need a flagger for the 
inspection, but the 
council should antici¬ 
pate the worse case 
scenario with a cost of 
about $4,500. 

Timing the placement 
and construction of the 
collection basins and 
pipes will have to come 
first before the city can 
get an inspection and 
ultimately have a cer¬ 
tificate of occupancy for 
the community center. 

“Now, the railroad 
has to wait on us so 
we can get the pipe in 
order,” Morgan said. 
“Hopefully after that 
things will move fairly 
quickly. The excavation 
works needs to be done

Melissa Jeffries has been work¬ 
ing for the Henry County Public 
Schools system for the last decade. 
And recently, she was acknowl¬ 
edged by the state as the Kentucky 
School Nurse of the Year. To hear 
Jeffries tell it, though, her job has 
always been rewarding, even with¬ 
out the hardware to prove it. 

Jeffries wanted to be a nurse 
ever since she was a child. “I 
never wanted to be anything but a 
nurse,” she chuckled. “I was always 
picking up stray pets and taking 
care of people and animals. I’ve 
always had that desire to help. It 
was never even a question of what I 
wanted to do.” 

Although she’s from Oldham 
County originally, Jeffries married 
a man from Henry County, Loren, 
and moved here years ago. When 
they had children in the school 
system and the nurse’s position 
became available, it seemed to fit 
perfectly. 

“I actually was working at a hos¬ 
pital, and we had children in Henry 
County school systems when the 
job came available. Obviously, the 
schedule appealed to me. It’s a very 
different schedule from a tradition-

al nursing job.” 

And what gave her 
the confidence to make 
that move? “A leap of 
faith,” she said smiling. 

Before working for 
Henry County schools, 
Jeffries worked in a 
variety of healthcare 
environments, starting 
in a neonatal intensive 
care unit, which spe¬ 
cializes in the care of 
newborn infants. She 
worked several dif¬ 
ferent places before 
ending up at Baptist 
Hospital Northeast 
in La Grange, where 
she was working when 
hired by HCPS. 

When Jeffries was 
awarded the Kentucky 
School Nurse of the 
Year award, she said 
that it was “very hum¬ 
bling.” She added, 

“The nurses that I 
know that are in our 
school systems are 
fantastic...I appreci¬ 
ated it very much. But 
in the same respect, 

I sometimes feel that 
there are so many great 
nurses out there, how 
do you narrow it down 
to one who’s the best 
in Kentucky?” 

However, Jeffries 
also sees the award as 


confirmation of the 
work that she’s put 
into her job. 

“I have worked very 
hard at this job, and 
I have tried to bring 
programs to the school 
that were not in place 
before that focus on 
prevention and edu¬ 
cation specifically,” 
Jeffries said. “So, it was 
nice to get the recogni¬ 
tion that said, c yeah, 
you’re doing some 
good things for Henry 
County.’” 

Jeffries also applaud¬ 
ed the leadership in 
the school system. “I 
think Henry County 
schools are great, too. 
We’ve got a lot of good 
things going on. It 
was good to help that 
along...From admin¬ 
istration on down, I 
think it’s excellent. I 
come from Oldham 
County, and they’ve 
got great schools, too, 
but I know some peo¬ 
ple don’t realize when 
they come a little fur¬ 
ther out into the coun¬ 
ty, how good things are 
out here. Our schools 
are wonderful.” 

However, Jeffries said 
that there are problems 
with the importance 
placed on healthcare at 
the governmental level. 

“The state doesn’t 
fund healthcare in 
schools very well, and 


that’s sad. What I can 
say is that in Henry 
County, administra¬ 
tion supports health 
services to the extreme. 
Anything I’ve ever 
wanted to do, they 
support me, they back 
me and they find a way 
to make it happen,” 
Jeffries said. “It’s a 
team effort, by far. I 
don’t think that things 
could be accomplished 
without that support. 
And that’s all the way 
down from [superin¬ 
tendent Tim Abrams] 
to the teachers who 
let me come in and do 
things with the kids.” 

And at the end of the 
day, that’s where the 
focus comes back to for 
Jeffries: the kids. 

“One of the things 
that I have enjoyed the 
most about this job 
is that you have the 
opportunity to impact 
and empower at a very 
young age. I am a 
firm believer in educa¬ 
tion, and education in 
health means that you 
teach people how to 
live healthier lifestyles 
and you’re preventing 
problems in the future. 
And that’s probably 
been the biggest excite¬ 
ment for me in this 
job,” she said. “That 
you can make changes 
in the way that we 
think and the way that 


we act, just through 
education and preven¬ 
tion. And I hope that 
that makes a difference 
for our kiddos down 
the road in their lives, 
that they have healthier 
lives. You don’t always 
get that in a hospital 
setting, where you’re... 
treating the problem 


and sending them out 
the door.” 

Jeffries said that she’s 
planning to stay in her 
job “as long as they’ll 
have me.” She also 
said that she has some 
programs coming down 
the pike that will work 
specifically with cancer 
prevention. 


“I truly count my job 
as a privilege,” Jeffries 
said with a smile. “I’m 
very blessed, and I’m 
very thankful for the 
job that I have. And as 
long as they’ll let me 
hang around, I’ll prob¬ 
ably be here.”

The store, located on 
Main Street, will serve 
all of Henry County. 
The co-founder of 
Henry County Helping 
Hands, Bob Cook, said 
the store’s proceeds will 
go toward filling the 
food pantry, located in 
the back of the store, 
as well as assisting the 
Helping Hands in their 
service of the impover¬ 
ished people in Henry 
County. 

Kentucky Court of 
Appeals Judge Allison 
Jones was present at 
the grand opening on 
Saturday morning, 
assisting with service 


to the customers. “It’s 
great,” said Jones. “It’s 
the community helping 
the community. Henry 
County helping Henry 
County.” She added 
that the store was a 
“great opportunity to 
shop,” because one may 
be able to find clothing 
that would otherwise 
cost a lot of money in 
a department store at a 
very reasonable price. 

Keith Roberts, a 
minister who works 
with Helping Hands, 
echoed these senti¬ 
ments, as well as praised 
the general work that 
the organization does. 
He added that the store 
provides an opportunity 
to get clothes to people 
who couldn’t afford, 
“Wal-Mart prices,” for 
clothes. 

“I think [Henry 
County Helping Hands] 


adds balance to the 
community,” said Cook. 
“I think it fills in a lot 
of gaps that are left... 

In this case here, where 
can you go to buy a pair 
of pants for a dollar? 

A lot of people can’t 
afford to go to other 
places and spend seven 
or eight dollars for the 
same thing.” He also 
supported Jones’ state¬ 
ment, saying, “It’s time 
people in Henry County 
look after people in 
Henry County. Helping 
people in Henry 
County...is pretty much 
all I care about right 
now. That’s it. Number 
one.” 

The store will accept 
donations then sell the 
donated items. Cook 
says that all profits 
“above operating costs,” 
will go back into the 
food pantry and to the 
people of the county. 
The money from the 
store will also help 
fund other projects by 
Helping Hands. When 
asked how much of the 
money will go back into 
Helping Hands, Cook 
responded, “Every bit 
of it.” 

In addition to run¬ 
ning the store, Henry 
County Helping Hands 
will continue its normal 
activities, such as deliv¬ 
ering Christmas presents 
each year to children 
whose families cannot 
afford them. 

Cook said that he and 
his wife started Helping 
Hands back in 1987 
because of personal 
experience with the 
stress of living in pov¬ 
erty. “My dad worked 
in the federal govern¬ 
ment,” he said. “He 
had suffered four heart 
attacks. I myself know 
what it’s like to have 
been poor at one time.

I know what people go 
through. And through 
just talking to people 
out in the county, I’m 
seeing a lot of the same 
things. I’m hearing 
people talking the same 
way, and hearing the 
same struggles. So that’s 
why we got involved.” 

Cook was visibly 
upset about the needs 
of people he sees 
throughout the com¬ 
munity, which he feels 
could do a better job 
of providing for their 
neighbors, especially 
children. 

“There’s no reason 
for this,” he said, shak¬ 
ing his head. “This 
county, we grow pretty 
much everything. 
There’s no sense in see¬ 
ing people go hungry, 
or not have nice things 
to wear. Or kids suf¬ 
fering some kind of 
embarrassment going to 
school wearing clothes 
that mom and dad can’t 
afford. 

“We’ve got... 
Aeropostale jeans in 
here that you can pick 
up for a dollar or two 
dollars. And that’s as 
good as anybody’s 
got there at the high 
school,” Cook said. 

“I’ve had them come in 
the store we’ve got over 
in Shelbyville, and seen 
them go out skipping 
because they’ve got the 
same thing as somebody

become this family, all 
of us...That’s why I’ve 
really loved this experi¬ 
ence.” 

Coffee said that the 
program was birthed 
from her experience as 
family liaison for the 
school system. 

“I work with home¬ 
less students. So, I 
wanted to give kids 
who didn’t tradition¬ 
ally have activities 
after school, or aren’t 
used to being told that 
they’re great singers, or 
[that] they’re beautiful, 
and give them a voice,” 
Coffee said. “And it 
has accomplished just 
that.” 

Coffee laughed 
when talking about the 
amount of student sup¬ 
port the production 
has received. “I hope 
that we continue to see 
growth. I’m not sure 
how much growth we 
can stand in the drama 
club.” 

According to Coffee, 
there have been over 
100 students involved 
in the current produc¬ 
tion.

watch his eyes widen and 
his nostrils flare. Even 
though I would like to 
think I provided him with 
a healthy dose of amus¬ 
ing company, I’m sure he 
equally wondered what 
distraction I would impose 
on him and his busy work. 

No matter the subject, 
he knew immediately 
where the historical docu¬ 
ments were stored, what 
else I was missing in my 


novice level knowledge of 
the subject, and told me 
who I should talk to and 
where I should go to find 
the rest of whatever it may 
be he didn’t have. 

It saddens me to think 
of what a resource we 
have lost in Mr. Smith’s 
departure. 

There were times I 
came to him with one 
subject and he planted 
the seed for four more 
subjects I needed to write 
about. 

You don’t find the 
enthusiasm for local his¬ 
tory in most people so 
easily. Moreover, you 
don’t find the enthusi¬ 


asm and passion for it in 
someone who would do 
it without pay usually five 
days a week. 

I read somewhere once 
that with every death the 
world loses the library 
of a lifetime. We have 
lost more than that with 
Hammer’s departure. We 
have lost a library of our 
county. 

Sure, the documents 
and pictures he would use 
as a resource are there, but 
without the caliber of his 
expertise and knowledge 
of local history, we have 
lost their context. 


A response: Are you better off today than four years ago? 


If you read Jon Park’s 
column in last week’s 
paper, you witnessed 
another of his divisive, 
misleading and politi¬ 
cally motivated columns. 
To recap, he started out 
with the Reagan “Are you 
better off’ quote, then 
challenged my leader¬ 
ship, spouted off a few 
misleading statistics on 
the economy, and then 
inaccurately states that a 
“record number of people 
are running for office in 
Henry County” and “he 
believes this is because it is 
time for a change.” 

For the record, there 
are 20 candidates running 
for county office in both 
the primary and general 
election this year in con¬ 
tested races. This excludes 
the offices of constable 
and school board. In 
2002, 22 individuals ran 
in contested races, in 
2006 a total of 26, and 
in 2010 a total of 20 ran. 
The election year 1998 
was the biggest recent 
county election with 28 
people running in con¬ 
tested races, and only one 
of these was a Republican. 
I’m not sure how they 
learn to count where Jon 
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Park grew up, but we do 
not have a record number 
of people running this 
year. In fact, according to 
these numbers from the 
Henry County Clerk’s 
Office we are tied for the 
lowest number in the last 
five county elections. 

Mr. Park states that 
Henry County is “declin¬ 
ing” and people are 
“moving out to surround¬ 
ing counties to where the 
jobs are.” He cites the 
October 2013 unemploy¬ 
ment rate of 9.8 percent 
as proof of our county’s 
decline. The latest January 
2014 numbers state that 
Henry County had a 7.5 
percent unemployment 
rate. Jefferson County 
had a 7.7 percent unem¬ 


ployment rate. Trimble 
County had a 9 percent 
unemployment rate and 
Shelby County had 6.8 
percent unemployment. 
The state as a whole is 
at an 8.3 percent unem¬ 
ployment rate. What is 
interesting is the industrial 
model Carroll County 
had a 9 percent unem¬ 
ployment rate, and Owen 
County, which has little, 
if any economic develop¬ 
ment, was way below the 
state and regional average 
at 7.3 percent unemploy¬ 
ment rate. We can come 
up with our own conclu¬ 
sions, but one fact is true, 
there is no evidence from 
these numbers that our 
rate is comparably high. 
The statement that people 
are moving out is in not 
supported by census data. 
According to the 2010 
Census, we grew, just as 
we have every census since 
1970. 

Mr. Park says the 
Republican candidates 
running for office are 
the answer to those who 
“want change” and thus 
he infers these candidates 
will bring more jobs to 
the county. 

Mr. Park takes the local 


economic development 
council to task, saying it 
is just “lip service.” Mr. 
Park has never attended 
one of the economic 
development council 
meetings, but if he did 
he would recognize that 
there are a significant 
number of Republicans 
on the council including 
the immediate past chair 
Harold Bratton, as well as 
the current vice-chair and 
fellow active party mem¬ 
ber, Magistrate Roger 
Hartlage. 

From what I have 
observed the council 
works well together, so 
is Mr. Park against the 
whole council or just the 
Democratic members of 
the council? 

Now let us get into the 
political facts. 

Jon Park is the head 
of the Henry County 
Republican Party and 
sees things in black and 
white. An Ris good, a D 
is bad. That my friends is 
a recipe for poor leader¬ 
ship and a roadmap to 
failure. When I worked 
on agricultural issues 
in the 2000 and 2001 
state legislative sessions, 

I learned fast you better 


have friends on both sides 
of the aisle. When I was 
elected Judge-Executive 
in 2002,1 continued this 
philosophy and I believe 
it has served our county 
well. On my wall is a pic¬ 
ture of myself with former 
U.S. Ag Commissioner 
Republican Mike Johanns. 
Beside us is former 
Republican Congressman 
Geoff Davis, with the 
inscription “John, you 
are a great friend.” In 
2006, Congressman Davis 
awarded our county a 
direct $300,000 appro¬ 
priation for infrastruc¬ 
ture development at the 
Commerce Park. Beside 
this picture is one of 
myself with Rick Rand and 
Governor Steve Beshear. 
Because of a close rela¬ 
tionship with these two 
Democrats, I have helped 
secure more than $20 mil¬ 
lion in direct appropria¬ 
tions for roads like Hwy 
146, 389, 561, and 574 
in just the last couple of 
years. A drop-in visit last 
winter with my friend 
and current Fieutenant 
Governor Jerry Abramson 
resulted in a direct appro¬ 
priation of $647,000 for 
the Eminence Sewer Plant 


upgrade. There are many 
Republican leaders I have 
worked on issues with and 
who I have great respect 
for. Ag Commissioner 
James Comer, State 
Senator Paul Hornback 
and Magistrate Scott Bates 
are at the top of this list. 

Recently I learned first¬ 
hand that Mr. Park and 
others criticized Senator 
Hornback for holding a 
public information meet¬ 
ing in my office because 
I was a Democrat.

Customers entering 
Hometown Pizza res¬ 
taurants in the county 
may notice some new 
wall decor. 

The restaurant has 
teamed up with local 
elementary schools to 
sponsor a pizza box art 
contest. Now in it’s 
second year, the con¬ 
test is seeing a lot of 
growth. 

“Hometown Pizza is 
about doing commu¬ 
nity projects,” Donna 
Sabo director of mar¬ 
keting said.

Department for Public 
Advocacy attorney Jessica 
Schulte made a request 
on Truman’s behalf 
for a bond reduction. 
Truman’s bond currendy 
is $250,00. 

“She is a low risk with 
no recurring problems. 

I see no reason for the 
court to keep her in cus¬ 
tody when she has peo¬ 
ple she can live with,” 
Schulte said. 

Truman added 
that she could live 
with her mother in 
Campbellsburg. 

Conrad cautioned a 
bond reduction over 
concerns for the alleged 
victim Donnie Trail as 
he still lives in Henry 
County. Assistant 
Commonwealth 
Attorney Josh Clubb 
asked for time to reply to 
Schulte’s motion. 

“Solicitation for mur¬ 
der is just about as seri¬ 
ous as it gets,” Clubb 
said. “Jessica made it 
aware to us that she was 
going to file this motion 
and we only received 
notice of it. I would ask 
for more time to reply 
to her motion. I under¬ 
stand it is fairly detailed 
— about four or five 
pages long — I would 
ask the court to allow 


me to make a written 
motion before the court 
decides.” 

Conrad granted Clubb 
10 days to file his coun¬ 
ter motion. 

In Schulte’s motion 
for bond reduction, 
the submission argues 
Truman has no prior 
record, no offenses, and 
since Truman has been 
on disability for 10 years, 
the bond amount is 
exorbitant. 

“Truman comes across 
as a low risk on the 
pretrial assessment tool 
with a possible score of 
two points,” Schulte’s 
motion argues. “When 
a court sets an amount 
of bail on a defendant 
the amount shall be suf¬ 
ficient to ensure compli¬ 
ance with the conditions 
of release set by the 
court.” 

The bond, according 
to the motion, should 
not be oppressive, com¬ 
mensurate with the 
nature of the offense 
charge and be consider¬ 
ate of the past criminal 
acts and the anticipated 
conduct of the defendant 
if released. 

Schulte argued 
Truman is a low flight 
risk as she “.. .was born 
and raised in Henry 
County. She has moved 
out of the county at a 
few points in her life, but 
has been living in Henry 
County continuously 


for at least 15 years. 
Additionally, Truman’s 
mother and daughter 
live in Henry County. 
Given the roots and con¬ 
nections Ms. Truman 
has to Henry County 
and her age and poor 
health, it is unlikely that 
Ms. Truman will flee 
the jurisdiction prior to 
trial.” 

An unsecured or by 
her own recognizance 
bond, Schulte argued, is 
sufficient to ensure com¬ 
pliance with any condi¬ 
tions the court may set 
on Truman. 

The motion for bond 
reduction mentioned the 
amount was set due to 
the nature of crime, but 
without evidence. 

“The district court 
denied Ms. Truman 
bond relief after her pre¬ 
liminary hearing because 
the court found that 
she was a danger to the 
community based solely 
upon the seriousness of 
her charges,” the motion 
states. “Making the find¬ 
ing simply due to the 
charge itself, without any 
evidence in the record 
to support the finding, is 
unacceptable for several 
reasons.” 

Truman was arrested 
in December 2013 after 
an undercover officer 
met with Truman at 
the Pilot gas station in 
Pendleton where she 
allegedly divulged the 


plan for murdering her 
ex-husband. Truman 
gave the undercover offi¬ 
cer written directions to 
her ex-husband Donnie 
Trail’s home. She provid¬ 
ed a physical description 
and automobile informa¬ 


tion. In the police report 
it states that Truman did 
this, “.. .to aid and coun¬ 
sel. . .went to the victim’s 
apartment to show 
where he (Trail) lives and 
aid in the planning.” 

At time of press, 


Truman is still being 
held in the Shelby 
County Detention 
Center on the original 
$250,000 bond and will 
appear in Henry County 
Circuit Court April 10. 


Couple in sex abuse case appear for arraignment in circuit court

The Spencer County 
couple arrested on 
multiple charges of sex 
abuse while living in 
Eminence during 2012 
appeared in Henry 
County Circuit Court 
Thursday, March 13. 

Brett Smith, 36, of 
Fisherville appeared in 
Henry County Circuit 
Court on a $50,000 
property lien bond. 
Court documents 
showed Charles and 
Janet Hines signed 
the bond for a house 
at 344 Wilsonville 
Road in Fisherville for 
$10,000 at 10 percent 
of a $100,000 bond. 

Smith has been 
charged with 1st 


degree sodomy, a class 
A felony, and three 
counts of 1st degree 
sexual abuse, a class 
C felony. His bond 
conditions include stay¬ 
ing out of Anderson 
County, having no 
contact with codefen¬ 
dant, the complaining 
witness or the witness’ 
immediate family and 
residing with parents 
Charles and Janet 
Hines. 

Codefendant Laura 
Susanne Pike, 39, of 
Lawrenceburg, remains 
on a $250,000 at 
the Carroll County 
Detention Center. 
Pike’s public defender 
asked Henry County 
Circuit Court Judge 
Karen Conrad to con¬ 
sider a bond reduc¬ 


tion from $250,000 to 
$10,000 for Pike. 

“Incest and sodomy 
charges are just about 
serious as it gets,” 
Conrad said. 

Assistant 
Commonwealth 
Attorney Barry Moore 
opposed the consider¬ 
ation. 

“These are seri¬ 
ous charges, Judge. It 
involves sex with her, 
the victim (name or 
reference to relation¬ 
ship omitted for pro¬ 
tection) and her boy¬ 
friend,” Moore said. 

“Those are allega¬ 
tions,” Pike replied. 

Conrad concluded 
she would take the 
reduction under sub¬ 
mission. 

Pike has been 


charged with two 
counts of incest with 
a victim under 12 or 
serious physical injury, 
class A felonies, two 
counts of 1st degree 
sodomy with a vic¬ 
tim under 12, class A 
felonies, and 1st degree 
sexual abuse victim 
under 12, a class C 
felony. 

The alleged abuse 
occurred while the 
couple lived on West 
Broadway Street in 
Eminence from July to 
November 2012. 

According to 
Kentucky State Police 
Detective Tim Moore’s 
report, minors living at 
the residence corrobo¬ 
rated the activity. 

She will appear in 
circuit court April 10.

Which of the county 
resources (fire 
department, sher¬ 
iff's department, 
etc.) do you feel 
deserves the most 
attention, finan¬ 
cially?

The business of doing business 


I belong to a sales 
group that meets every 
month. Casual yet 
professional, we are a 
small group of business 
owners, with a team 
of facilitators, who 
discuss goals, growth 
problems, management 
issues; in short any and 
every issue that a small 
business owner might 
face. After all, it’s 
likely we share the same 
problems, and in fact 
we do despite vastly 
different industries. 

The best thing, for me, 
is that there is no need 
for the “sales front,” 
that face we all put on 
to show our prospects 
how important we 
are. When joining the 
group, we specifically 
make the commitment 
to NOT prospect other 
group members. 

Every time we meet, 
it is brought home 
to me how alike ALL 
small businesses really 
are. We face many of 
the same trials and

tribulations, mostly 
having to do with sales. 
Medical practice, retail 
business, consultancy, 
service tech, it doesn’t 
matter...when you own 
a business it all comes 
down to sales. Even 
management decisions 
regarding personnel 
revolve around sales. 
Here’s some common 
pitfalls most business 
owners fall into. 

Don’t be a techni¬ 
cian. 

Whatever your busi¬ 
ness type, to be suc¬ 
cessful you can no 


longer afford to think 
solely like the “techni¬ 
cian.” Many businesses 
are started because 
the owner is an excel¬ 
lent auto mechanic, or 
accountant, or what 
have you, and they are 
tired of their hard work 
going for the benefit 
of someone else when 
they believe they can 
“do it better” on their 
own. This may be true, 
but as a business owner, 
you can’t simply hang 
out a sign and expect 
customers to knock 
down your door. Not 
only do you now have 
management, strategic 
planning and overhead 
responsibilities, you 
must also bring in all 
the new business that 
other people used to 
bring in for you when 
you were strictly a 
“technician.” 

Know your audi¬ 
ence. 

Every person you talk 
to will be of a different 
background, with dif¬ 


ferent interests and atti¬ 
tudes. Using technical 
jargon when pitching 
your newest mechani¬ 
cal “fix” to an engi¬ 
neer is great (though 
it can also show your 
ignorance if you aren’t 
as process knowledge¬ 
able as they!), but 
that same talk can sink 
your proposal before 
you get started when 
pitching the CFO. It is 
not a matter of talking 
“down” or “up,” but 
a matter of tailoring 
your own language to 
suit the person you are 
speaking with. Notice 
you aren’t tailoring 
your MESSAGE, mere¬ 
ly how it’s conveyed. 

In order to do this, you 
need to know a little 
about your prospect 
first, and this requires 
asking questions and 
listening, skills used far 
too little in my experi¬ 
ence. Don’t preach, or 
speechify; ask questions 
and tailor your infor¬ 
mation to the needs 


of the person in front 
of you. It helps to do 
a little research first as 
well. 

Make sure you are 
talking to the right 
person. 

There is nothing 
more disheartening 
than crafting a per¬ 
fectly tailored pitch 
to the wrong person. 
You spend weeks track¬ 
ing down, getting an 
appointment with and 
pitching the project 
manager, only to find 
you needed to be talk¬ 
ing to the CFO all 
along. The point is, 
before you approach 
your customer, find out 
all you can about who 
will actually make the 
decision to buy your 
product or service, 
and then get access to 
them, whatever way 
you can. Tech people 
like to talk to tech peo¬ 
ple, finance people like 
to talk to the money 
people, we all like to 
talk to the “techni¬ 


cians” we feel associa¬ 
tion with, but unless 
they can approve your 
work, you’re talking to 
the wrong person. This 
is not always easy to 
know, and sometimes 
takes a little trial and 
error. 

Whether you own 
your own business or 
work for someone else, 
the most important 
things you can do are 
the ones I mentioned 
above. Obviously, other 
things will come to 
mind as well, but it 
is clear that you must 
always keep in mind 
what your goals are, 
who your clients are 
and how to get to the 
right people to succeed.

1. All full-time employees of the City of New 
Castle shall receive, on or about their individual 
anniversary dates with the City of New Castle, 
recognition in the form of a certificate and com¬ 
pensation up to the value stated for the number of 
years of service as follows: 

5 years—Certificate/gift and $75.00 
10 years—Certificate/gift and $100.00 
15 years—Certificate/gift and $150.00 
20 years—Certificate/gift and $200.00 
25 years—Certificate/gift and $250.00 
30 years—Certificate/gift and $300.00 
35 years—Certificate/gift and $350.00 
40 years—Certificate/gift and $400.00 

2. All amounts shall be taxed in accordance 
with federal, state and local regulations.

The team also featured 
one of the most prolific 
scorers in school history 
in Jalen Dixie, who had 
several 30-plus games 
throughout the season. 
Dixie and five other 
seniors who were a part 
of last year’s regional 
tournament team will be 
missed at EHS. 

Coach Chris Nethery 
will now begin the 
rebuilding process with 
several promising young 
players. 

For the very young 
Warriors’ girls’ team it 
was a year of learning the 
game. The Warriors man¬ 
aged two victories on the 
season but more impor¬ 
tantly, gained valuable 
experience on the varsity 
level. 

The key for the girls’ 
program’s success is that 
they stick with it and 
understand that this year 
and probably the next 
couple of years are part of 
a tough learning process 
that could pay off down 
the road. If they con¬ 
tinue to improve at the 
rate they did this year, 
the Warriors will surprise 
some people in the next 
couple of years.

The 2013-14 high school bas¬ 
ketball season is over for our local 
teams and it’s time to look back at 
the highlights of the season. 

The top highlight had to be the 
Henry County Wildcats’ run to the 
regional tournament that included 
a three-point win over Gallatin 
County and a heartbreaking last 
second loss to Owen County in the 
championship game. 

I think the loss to Owen says 
more about the Cats than their win 
against Gallatin. 

The Cats looked out of it going 
into the final period of play but 
put on a furious rally to tie the 
score with 15 seconds left. Only a 
rebound basket by the Rebels’ super 
sophomore Carson Williams kept 
the Cats from carrying momentum 
into overtime where they may have 
been able to capture their first dis¬ 
trict championship since the 2010- 
11 season. 

The Wildcats were also impres¬ 
sive for three quarters against a 
very good Oldham County team 
that used a smothering full court 
press to start the final period with 
six points in a mere 45 seconds to 
extend their five-point lead to elev¬ 
en points. The Cats recovered from 
the run but could not fight all the 
way back and were eliminated from 
the regional tournament in the first 
round. 

This Wildcat teams had high 
expectations heaped on them from 
a very young age and over the last 
couple of years some people lost 
faith in them, but they showed 
good team work and resiliency this 
year in reaching the 20-win mark 
for the first time since the 2008-09 
season when Coach Jason Holland’s 
last Wildcat team went 22-8. 

The Henry County Lady Cats 
made the regional tournament for 
the first time since the 2004-05 
season (a fact that I misreported 
earlier in the year when I said it was 
the first time since the 1998-99 
season). 

They could have had an even 
more successful season had it not 
been for the injury of Megan 
Payton, the Lady Cats’ tall, athletic 
inside player who contributed to 
their cause in many ways. The Lady 
Cats were 7-1 before Payton was 
injured in a Christmas Tournament 
in Raceland. After that the Cats 
went 5-14. 

The Lady Cats just couldn’t 
make up for the loss of rebound¬ 
ing, passing and scoring that Payton 
brought to the team. 

But this Lady Cat team still 
showed toughness as they slowly 
recovered from Payton’s injury and 
forged a new identity as a hard- 
nosed defensive team who could 
keep the game close with defense 
and give themselves a chance down 
the stretch in many games. 

The Eminence Warriors boys’ 
basketball team had a tough year. 
After winning their opening game 
against Trimble County on Dec. 

7, the Warriors managed only two 
more wins through Feb. 13. 

But the Warriors never quit try¬ 
ing and at the end of the season 
they went on a four-game winning 
streak that included a win over 
Carroll County in the district tour¬ 
nament. Many times during the 
year it seemed that the Warriors

On Friday night the 
Wildcats played the Frankfort 
Panthers and lost when the 
Panthers pushed across a run 
in the bottom of the seventh. 

After the teams battled 
back and forth through the 
first two innings, Frankfort 
threatened to break the game 
open with a big third inning 
in which they scored three 
runs to take a 7-4 lead. 

The Wildcats came back in 


the sixth inning to get three 
runs to tie it going into the 
final inning. 

After failing to score in the 
top half of the seventh, the 
Wildcats saw their chance for 
a comeback win fall short as 
Frankfort got a runner to sec¬ 
ond base before a slow rolling 
infield hit plated the winning 
run. 

New head coach Stuart Dill 
was pleased with the team’s 


offense but is still waiting for 
his pitching to come around.

Todd Gilley, the head bas¬ 
ketball coach of the Henry 
County Lady Cats was

According to the KABC 
website, criteria for induc¬ 
tion into the Court of 
Honor include: 

• A recipient must have 
made a certifiable 
impact or contribution 
to the game of basket¬ 
ball at the high school 
level in Kentucky. 

• A recipient of the 
award must have dis¬ 
played good moral and 
ethical conduct during 
their career. 

• Each year there shall 
be eight boys coach 
honorees (one per 
every two region) 
and four girls coaches 
(one per every four 
regions). 

Gilley said of his induction 
into the Court of Honor, “It 
was a huge surprise for me. 

It was very humbling. This 
award is shared with all my 
former players because you 
don’t get an award like this 
without great kids to work 
with. I’ve also been blessed 
to work with great staffs, 
parents and administrations.
